If ye 
be come peaceably unto me to help me, my 
heart shall be knit unto you :' but if ye be 
come to betray me to mine enemies, seeing 
there is no wrong in my hands, the God of 
our fathers look thereon, and rebuke it. 
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And they helped David against the band of 
the rovers : for they were all mighty men of 
valor, and were captains in the host. For 
at that time day by day there came to David 
to help him, until it was a great host, like 
the host of God. — i Chron. xii. i, 17, 21, 22. 

They helped every one his neighbor ; and 
every one said to his brother. Be of good 
courage. So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and he that smootheth with the 
hanmier him that smote the anvil, saying, It is 
ready for the soldering ; and he fastened it 
with nails, that it should not be moved. — 
ISA. xli. 6, 7. 

And a vision appeared to Paul in the night : 
There stood a man of Macedonia, and prayed 
him, saying, Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us. And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavored to go into Mace- 
donia.

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as the hypocrites are : for they love to pray 
standing in the synagogues, and in the corners 
of the streets, that they naay be seen of men. 
Verily, I say unto you. They have their re- 
ward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in secret ; 
and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall 
reward thee openly. But when ye pray, use 
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not vain repetitions, as the heathen do : for 
they think that they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. Be not ye therefore like 
unto them : for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of before ye ask him. — 
Matt. vi. 5-8. 

And he spake this parable unto certain 
which trusted in themselves that they were 
righteous, and despised others : Two men 
went up into the temple to pray ; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a publican. The 
Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, 
God, I thank thee, that I am not as other 
men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
even as this publican. I fast twice in the 
week, I give tithes of all that I possess. And 
the publican, standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but 
smote upon his breast, saying, God, be mer- 
ciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man 
went down to his house justified rather than 
the other : for every one that exalteth him- 
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self shall be abased ; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted. — Luke xviii. 9-14. 

Therefore, if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
aught against thee, leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way ; first be reconciled 
to thy brother, and then come and offer thy 
gift. — Matt. v. 23, 24. 

Confess your faults one to another, and 
pray one for another, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much. — Jas. v. 16. 

And all things whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall receive. — Mati'. 
xxi. 22. 

Again I say unto you, That if two of you 
shall agree on earth, as touching any thing 
that they shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven.

These things have I 
spoken unto you in proverbs : but the time 
Cometh when I shall no more speak unto you 
in proverbs, but I shall show you plainly 
of the Father. At that day ye shall ask 
in my name : and I say not unto you, that 
1 will pray the Father for you : for the Father 
himself Idveth you, because ye have loved 
me, and have believed that I came out from 
God. — John xvi. 23-27. 

Therefore I say unto you, What things 
soever ye desire when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have them.

Ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and tossed.
